Your point about how difficult it can be to 
translate screen images to the comics page (and vice 
versa) is well-taken, Kevin. The problem, I think— 
at least from the film to comics end of the 
operation, stems from the fact that the people 
working on the comics forget that comics aren't 
film. When we began Aliens, it was decided (by 
Verheiden and Nelson) that the comic would have 
to rely more on the tension and mood of the first 
film rather than the full-tilt action of the sequel. 
Now don't get me wrong, James Cameron's film 
was, in my opinion, a brilliant sequel (and a perfect 
counterpoint) to the first film. But there's no way a 
black and white comic can capture the sound, or 
pacing, or movement that made Aliens (the 
movie) so exciting—and still fit a story into six 
24-page issues. A conscious decision was made to 
utilize, and build the comic story around, devices 
and conventions of the comics medium (such as the 
ability to get "inside a character's thoughts") instead 
of forcing a square peg into a round hole by trying 
to adapt film techniques to comics. So far, to judge 
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from fan response, we've been successful, and I 
believe our future "adaptations" of films (Big, by 
Verheiden, Jack Pollock and John Nyberg; 
Predator, by Verheiden and Chris Warner; and the 
upcoming adaptation of James Cameron's The 
Abyss, by myself and Michael Kaluta) will 
incorporate the same sensibilities that have made 
Aliens (the comic) a success.

You guys are really impressing the hell out of 
me! Aliens #3 finally came out, and it was well 
worth the wait. Mark Verheiden's writing is really 
first rate; it keeps you on the edge. And I can't say 
enough about Mark Nelson's fantastic art.
